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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

In  accordance  with  your  vote  at  the  1963  Annual  Meeting 
the  Selectmen  engaged  the  Anderson-  Nichols  &  Co.  Inc.. 
Consulting  Engineers  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  to  conduct 
the  preliminary  survey  for  a  Merrimack  sewer  system.  The 
report  on  the  preliminary  topographical  and  location  survey 
has  been  completed  and  is  available  in  the  Selectmen's  office 
on  a  loan  basis  for  anyone  interested,  The  cost  of  the  survey 
was  $11,500.00  and  was  financed  by  a  loan  grant  of  the  same 
amount  from  the  Federal  Government  under  Public  Law 
560-83rd  Congress.  This  action  represents  a  first  and  major 
step  toward  a  sewer  system  for  Merrimack. 

Merrimack's  newest  industry,  the  Nashua  Wood  Prod- 
ucts Company,  located  in  Thornton's  Ferry,  is  a  welcome  ad- 
dition to  our  business  community.  The  company  is  owned  and 
operated  by  Mr.  David  Sklar,  manufacturing  molded  and 
shaped  wood  parts,  principally  wooden  handles  and  brush 
backs.  This  company  has  40  employees. 

The  Indian  Head  National  Bank  of  Nashua,  New  Hamp- 
shire, has  evidenced  confidence  in  the  future  of  our  commu- 
nity by  the  construction  of  a  new  branch  bank  in  Merrimack 
village.  This  branch  bank,  wrr'ch  was  opened  on  March  2, 
1964,  will  provide  complete  banking  facilities  for  our  rapidly 
growing  town. 

Merrvma^k  experienced  some  real  serious  fires  during 
1963,  many  of  which  were  caused  by  carelessness  in  burning 
during  extremely  dry,  hazardous  conditions.  Merrimack  was 
one  of  the  New  Hampshire  towns  having  the  greatest  number 
of  fires.  The  Selectmen  and  the  members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment urge  the  eo-operatfon  of  everyone  in  the  control  of  fires, 
especially  during  extreme  drv  weather.  The  cost  of  forest 
fires  to  the  Town  in  1963  was  $2;629,83,  Much  of  this  expense 
could  have  been  avoided  if  each  and  every  resident  would  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  exercising  extreme  caution  in 
kmdling  fires.  Fire  permits  are  necessary  at  all  times  except 
when  snow  is  on  the  ground. 

Construct-' on  in  Merrimack  during  1963  reached  an  all- 
time  high.  There  were  a  total  of  98  single  dwelling  construc- 
tion permits  issued,  and  in  addition  there  were  9  other  permits 
issued  for  industrial  or  commercial  property. 
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Our  Town  has  been  fortunate  in  being  selected  as  a 
typical  small  New  Hampshire  Town  to  send  its  school  band  to 
the  New  York  World's  Fair  in  July  of  1964.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  our  citizens  will  show  their  ap- 
preciation for  this  accomplishment  by  supporting  the  project 
to  provide  funds  for  this  noteworthy  occasion.

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MERRIMACK  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  June  of  1963  the  Board  of  Selectmen  outlined  a  good 
program  for  establishing  Police  Policy  with  set  rules  and  regu- 
lations to  govern  this  department  both  presently  and  in  the 
future.  This  program  was  adopted  and  approved  by  the  Board 
and  made  effective  immediately. 

This  is  the  first  report  of  operation  on  a  full  time  basis. 
Since  March  of  1963  we  have  registered  approximately  54,000 
miles  in  the  course  of  our  duties  and  since  the  Department 
was  not  full  time  until  April  we  did  not  expend  our  total  Bud- 
get. We  requested  that  the  Selectmen  retain  the  unexpended 
portion  of  our  budget  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  present 
Police  Cruiser  —  subject  to  your  approval. 

Since  being  on  a  full  time  basis  we  have  had  more  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  and  study  the  daily  activities  of  all  concern- 
ed. During  the  past  year  we  have  observed  many  things  of 
which  a  few  should  be  brought  to  3/our  attention. 

(1)  Increase  of  teenage  drinking  and  driving  after 
drinking. 

(2)  An  increase  of  young  people  at  the  Public  Library. 
This  is  fine  but  there  are  too  many  that  are  using  the  library 
as  a  social  gathering  and  in  some  cases  even  a  hangout.  The 
library  is  there  for  the  pleasure  and  asi stance  of  all  and  the 
library  staff  is  to  be  commended  for  their  service.  However, 
the  staff  is  not  expected  to  tolerate  misbehaviour,  disturb- 
ances and  even  destruction  of  property.  When  the  above 
happens  it  becomes  a  Police  Problem  also  and  we  will  co- 
operate to  the  fullest  extent  with  the  library  officials.  Please 
instruct  your  children  to  observe  the  rules  of  the  library. 

(3)  Bicycles  need  to  be  registered  in  this  Town.  This 
past  year  registrations  dropped  off  considerably.  1964  Regis- 
trations start  June  1st,  1964. 

(4)  An  increasing  number  of  teenagers,  mostly  boys, 
hanging  around  business  establishments  in  the  evenings  and 
also  we  have  found  teenagers  with  motor  vehicles  still  driving 
around  in  the  early  hours  of  morning. 

You  will  note  in  our  complaint  list  that  we  have  had  a 
number  of  time-consuming  investigations  and  in  most  cases 
these  were  solved  within  a  reasonable  time. 

Being  on  a  permanent  basis  provides  us  with  the  means 
of  working  on  complaints  immediately  and  without  unneces- 
sary delay, 

We  will  do  our  utmost  to  fulfill  our  duties  in  the  protec- 
tion and  safety  of  all.

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On  September  6  and  7  the  New  Hampshire  State  Fire  As- 
sociation Convention  was  held  at  Dover.  Five  delegates  from 
Merrimack  attended  this  convention,  which  included  a  round- 
table  discussion  at  which  topics  concerning  mutual  aid,  volun- 
teer fire  department  alarm  signals,  and  radio  communications 
were  discussed. 

On  September  14  and  15,  eight  members  of  the  depart- 
ment attended  the  Fitzwilliam  Training  School  Sessions.  The 
courses  covered  all  phases  of  fire  fighting,  buildings,  brush 
fires,  gases,  and  smoke;  as  well  as  rescue  operations. 

Last  summer  during  a  very  serious  dry  spell  the  Town  of 
Merrimack  was  fortunate  in  keeping  its  brush  and  forest  fires 
down  to  a  minimum.  This  was  accomplished  only  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  townspeople. 

Once  again,  we  would  like  to  remind  you  that  your  fire 
department  has  in  its  possession  a  resuscitator  which  if  need- 
ed, can  be  had  by  calling  either  the  fire  department  or  the 
police  department. 

In  case  of  fire  dial  4-5571.  State  location  of  fire.  Do 
everything  you  can  to  keep  the  fire  from  spreading.  Keep 
buildings  closed  as  much  as  possible,  and  upon  arrival  of  fire 
department,  give  them  information  which  may  be  of  help  to 
them. 

Please  keep  all  roads  open  so  trucks  can  go  and  come  at 
will,  without  being  hindered  by  cars  parked  in  the  road.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest 
forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years. 
The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never 
before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beauti- 
ful and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  Ameri- 
can tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort, 
this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  prevent' on,  patrol 
and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights  for  the  common  good. 
It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooperation  ever 
experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  con- 
trol. The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the 
losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the  general 
fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our 
public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire 
causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place. 
Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or 
on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds 
develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  it's  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this 
a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your 
surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect 
fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

Then  a  bill  will  be 
presented  for  the  price  of  the  book  or  books  and  library 
privileges  will  be  cancelled  until  such  time  as  the  books  are 
returned  and  the  fines  paid,  or  the  price  of  the  books  refund- 
ed. 

The  fine  is  one  cent  per  day  for  each  day  overdue. 

The  overcrowded  condition  in  the  children's  section  was 
reported  upon  last  year.  Now  we  are  looking  forward  to  larg- 
er quarters  in  the  basement  where  we  will  have  room  to  ex- 
pand both  the  shelf  space  and  reading  section. 

1,034  books  were  borrowed  from  the  Keene  Book  Mobile 
which  added  to  our  selections  and  gave  borrowers  the  oppor- 
tunity to  read  or  request  books,  which  were  not  on  our 
shelves. 

Many  books  were  also  requested  from  the  State  Library 
at  Concord  -  the  borrower  is  expected  to  pay  the  return  post- 
age. During  the  past  year  48  books  have  been  borrowed  from 
this  source  -  making  a  considerable  increase  over  the  year 
from  both  Keene  and  the  State  Library. 

The  Schools  by  classes  are  still  welcomed  at  the  library 
on  Wednesdays.  Students  requiring  reference  material  are 
asked  to  submit  their  requests  in  advance  —  this  will  enable 
the  librarians  to  search  for  further  details  not  presently  at 
hand,  and  so  co-operate  more  fully  with  the  students. 
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This  is  one  of  the  services  of  the  library. 

Again  this  year,  because  of  lack  of  shelf  space  and  to  re- 
move little  used,  worn  and  out-dated  books,  many  have  been 
discarded.  As  before,  some  may  be  purchased  with  the  pro- 
ceeds going  towards  acquiring  new  books  or  replacing  neces- 
sary copies  of  damaged  books. 

National  Book  Week  was  observed  April  20th  through 
27th. 

National  Library  Week  was  held  in  November  when  we 
gave  a  display  of  many  new  books,  purchased  and  donated.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Civil  Defense  activities  were  at  a  minimum  during  the 
year.  The  goals  outlined  for  the  year  were  accomplished. 

Office  equipment,  two  desks,  a  file  cabinet,  and  chairs 
were  obtained  and  placed  in  an  office  in  the  Town  Hall. 

A  transmitter-receiver  radio  on  the  2  meter  band  was 
purchased.  This  radio  provides  an  emergency  means  of  com- 
munications with  surrounding  cities  and  towns  as  well  as  to 
the  State  Civil  Defense  headquarters  through  the  Hillsbor- 
ough County  net  control  station.  It  is  planned  that  a  commu- 
nicat'ons  training  exercise  be  held  each  Tuesday  night. 

Through  the  federal  surplus  items  programs  two  flood- 
lights, lined  gloves,  dispatch  cases,  and  the  office  equipment 
were  obtained.  The  original  cost  of  these  items  to  the  federal- 
government  was  $600.00.  The  cost  to  Merrimack  was  $59.85, 
plus  $15.00  for  transportation. 

The  radio,  half  of  the  cost  of  which  was  paid  by  the  Fed- 
eral Office  of  Civil  Defense,  will  cost  the  Town  of  Merrimack 
approximately  $240.00. 

The  acting  director  resigned,  because  of  conflicting  du- 
ties in  April.  He  has  however,  carried  on  the  administrative 
duties  of  the  office.

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SCHOOL  BOARD'S  REPORT 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  District  at  our  last 
Annual  Meeting,  the  additions  of  six  and  four  rooms  to  the 
two  wings  of  the  Mastricola  School  were  completed  in  the 
fall  of  1963.  Our  final  amount  secured  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  project  was  $155,000.00.  This  now  gives  twenty-four 
classrooms  in  this  building.  For  the  school  year,  1964-1965, 
there  will  be  four  classes  each  of  the  first  three  grades  and 
three  classes  each  of  the  grades  4,  5,  and  6.  Remedial  readings 
and  music  will  each  use  a  classroom.  We  shall  therefore  add 
a  new  teacher  for  the  fourth  3rd  Grade  and  one  for  the  third 
6th  Grade.  We  have  two  full  time  janitors  for  the  school, 
since  one  must  be  in  attendance  while  school  is  in  session. 
The  new  freezer  was  installed  in  this  building  and  is  allowing 
the  procurement,  to  our  advantage,  of  government  surplus 
foods. 

To  consider  changes  of  outstanding  worth  in  the  High 
School;  the  installation  of  our  inter-communication  system 
has  increased  the  efficiency  of  all  phases  of  school  administra- 
tion. It  is  in  constant  use  to  its  full  capacity.  Two  unexpected 
changes  in  the  kitchen  were  of  a  demand  nature.  With  about 
800  being  fed,  the  breakdown  of  the  old  second-hand  dish- 
washer necessitated  an  expenditure  for  a  new  one.  Due  to 
increase  in  size  of  this  program,  a  steam  kettle,  in  place  of 
new  pots,  pans  and  stove,  was  purchased  and  installed.  We 
are  fortunate  in  having  our  hot  lunch  program  rated  among 
the  top  in  the  state.  The  bleachers  installed  have  increased  at- 
tendance at  our  basketball  games.  Interest  produces  better 
basketball.  Closed-circuit  TV  in  the  science  department 
allows  teacher  instruction  of  laboratory  experiments  direct 
to  each  pupil,  thus  eliminating  errors  on  the  pupils'  part  and 
purchase  of  expensive  individual  microscopes  on  our  part. 
New  chairs  and  tables  in  the  school  library  add  to  its  demen- 
sions.  More  important  is  the  cataloguing,  in  an  approved  li- 
brary filing  system,  of  the  growing  collection  of  Reference 
text  books.  Two  additional  teachers  will  be  added  to  the  High 
School  area,  one  for  English  and  Library  work  and  one  for 
Science-Math.  We  shall  lose  about  forty  seniors  and  gain  over 
one  hundred  students  in  our  first  grade.  Our  over-all  figure  of 
1,170  is  projected  for  1964-65,  in  contrast  to  1,003  today. 

The  major  increase  in  our  budget  lies  in  the  advance  of 
our  teacher  salary  schedule  program.  Herein,  experienced 
teachers'  salaries  are  brought  in  line  with  starting  teachers' 
salaries.  Together  with  normal  recognition  of  service,  our 
budget  increase  goes  mainly  to  our  teaching  staff.  The  deficit 
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for  the  current  year,  1963-1964,  based  on  projected  figures, 
is  $7,256.70.  Last  year  this  was  $11,242.32.  The  actual 
amount  was  not  needed  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  due  to 
increased  revenues  from  the  State  Aid  due  to  frugal  spending 
in  our  school  district.  Consequently  the  actual  amount  raised 
by  taxes  was  adjusted  to  $288,333.81  from  $318,027.17. 
Again  if  this  occurs,  we  shall  only  raise  the  actual  amount 
needed  for  the  year  1964-1965. 

The  following  figures  point  out  the  reasons  for  variance 
in  our  new  1964-1965  budget  over  the  previous  year.   It  also 
explains  the  deficit,  which  we  are  requesting  for  the  1963- 
1964  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1964.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

January,  1964 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Merrimack 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report. 

Never  before  in  this  country's  history  has  so  much  at- 
tention been  directed  toward  the  matter  of  education.  People 
from  all  walks  of  life  are  criticizing  or  complimenting  schools 
and  educators.  Parents  of  school  children  are  concerned,  and 
in  this  district,  the  teachers  are  also  concerned.  They  know 
best  the  problems  encountered  in  teaching  children.  They 
also  know,  however,  the  methods  and  means  necessary  to 
teach. 

The  majority  of  the  teachers  of  this  district  are  experi- 
enced professional  people  who  share  this  experience  with  the 
newer  members  of  the  staff.  They  have  shown  a  constant  in- 
terest in  their  pupils  and  the  ability  to  seek  out  each  child's 
weaknesses  and  strengths.  They  have  the  patience  to  teach 
and  re-teach  as  necessary.  The  children  of  the  community  are 
in  good  hands.  Every  effort  is  made  to  insure  that  the  quality 
of  staff  is  maintained.  In  this  age  of  change,  the  recruitment 
of  new  teachers  seems  to  be  as  inevitable  as  increased  enroll- 
ments. This  district  is  fortunate  to  have  enlisted  the  services 
of  the  following  teachers,  new  to  the  system. 

Miss  Carol  Allgaier,  Merrimack,  has  been  elected  to  teach 
grade  3.  This  is  an  additional  class  made  necessary  be- 
cause of  an  enrollment  increase.  Miss  Allgaier  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Rivier  College,  1963. 

Mrs.  Loretta  Bache,  Nashua,  has  been  appointed  to  teach 
grade  2,  replacing  Beverly  Pollard  who  resigned.  Mrs. 
Bache  is  a  graduate  of  Farmington  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege with  previous  experience  in  Litchfield  and  Natick, 
Mass. 

Miss  Sheila  Murphy,  Reeds  Ferry,  will  replace  Pascal 
Papazoglou  grade  4.  Mi*.  Papazoglou  will  assume  new 
duties  as  teacher  of  a  fifth  grade  class.  Miss  Murphy 
comes  to  Merrimack  with  five  years  of  teaching  experi- 
ence in  Hollis,  N.  H. 

Miss  Regenia  LaPlante  of  Franklin,  will  teach  Social 
Studies  at  Merrimack  High.  This  is  a  new  position  made 
necessary  because  of  enrollment  growth.  Miss  LaPlante 
is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  1963. 
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Miss  Rita  Devost,  Manchester,  has  been  elected  to  teach 
in  the  Business  Education  Department  at  Merrimack 
High.  This  position  made  necessary  due  to  enrollment 
growth.  Miss  Devost  comes  to  Merrimack  with  teaching 
experience  gained  at  Hanover  High  and  Lebanon  College. 

Mrs.  Mariette  Facques,  Laconia,  will  teach  English  and 
Latin  in  Merrimack  High.  Mrs.  Facques  is  a  graduate  of 
Rivier  College,  1963. 

Mr.  Demetrios  Perdikis,  Manchester,  graduate  of  U.N.H., 
1963,  will  replace  Roger  Simpson  in  the  Math-Science 
department  Junior  High  level.  Mr.  Perdikis  did  his  prac- 
tice teaching  at  the  Oyster  River  High  School. 

Mrs.  Frances  Ricard,  Peiham,  additional  teacher  Gr.  1. 
Mrs.  Ricard  graduate  of  Lowell  State  Teachers  College, 
1957  with  previous  experience  in  Tyngsboro  and  Chelms- 
ford. This  position  made  necessary  due  to  increased  en- 
rollment. 

In  the  1964-65  school  year,  there  will  be  a  need  for  an 
additional  teacher  for  grade  four  and  another  for  grade  six. 
There  is  needed,  at  the  high  school  level,  an  additional  Eng- 
lish teacher  who  will  also  have  library  responsibilities,  and  an 
additional  teacher  of  math-science.  These  additional  pro- 
fessional staff  members  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of 
increased  enrollments  and  State  Board  of  Education  minimum 
standards. 

A  large  change  in  staff  creates  conditions  under  which  it 
becomes  very  difficult  to  maintain  the  high  level  quality  of 
teaching  and  learning  necessary  to  a  modern  school  program. 
The  School  Board  has  taken  steps  through  its  salary  schedule 
deliberations  and  decisions  to  help  attract  and  retain  quality 
teachers.  These  actions  could  constitute  the  most  important 
steps  toward  maintaining  or  improving  the  quality  of  our 
schools.  Your  support  of  their  decisions  reflected  in  the  bud- 
get is  solicited. 

Growth  continues  to  keynote  the  various  reports  involv- 
ing the  school  district  as  in  recent  years.  It  is  interesting,  al- 
though alarming  to  some,  to  note  that  the  current  enrollment 
of  the  elementary  grades  (1-6)  exceeds  the  total  enrollment 
grades  1-12  of  seven  years  ago.  Indications  are  that  the  rate 
of  growth  is  also  accelerating,  since  next  year's  enrollment  of 
grades  1-6  is  expected  to  exceed  that  of  grades  1-12  of  the 
sixth  year  previous. 
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The  rapid  growth  of  the  town,  coupled  with  an  increasing 
birth  rate,  continues  to  result  in  awesome  numbers  of  pupils 
when  compared  to  the  classroom  space  available  to  house 
them.  The  additions  to  the  Mastricola  School  have  relieved 
the  situation  at  the  elementary  level  for  the  next  two  to  three 
years.  The  Town  is  to  be  commended  for  its  action  in  provid- 
ing fine  classroom  space  during  the  past  years  of  rapid 
growth.  We  sincerely  wish  that  it  were  possible  to  report  that 
our  pupil  housing  needs  have  been  met  for  some  time  to  come. 
We  do  not  determine  the  number  to  be  served,  we  merely  try 
to  meet  their  educational  needs.  The  most  pressing  needs  now 
coming  before  us  for  additional  and  more  adequate  facilities 
are  at  the  high  school  level.  That  ever  increasing  enrollment 
is  moving  into  the  present  building  at  a  threatening  rate. 
This  is  occuring  at  a  time  when  we  are  also  faced  with  meet- 
ing problems  of  increased  minimum  standards  for  high 
schools.  Despite  the  improvements  and  additions  in  the  past, 
the  program  cannot  meet  the  current  minimum  standards  for 
a  comprehensive  high  school  because  of  the  limitations 
created  by  the  spaces  within  the  building. 

The  requests  for  added  services  and  materials  reflected 
in  the  current  budget  request  will  merely  help  us  to  meet  the 
minimum  standards  for  a  non-comprehensive  high  school.  It 
is  essential  that  this  building  be  enlarged  and  modified  to  ac- 
comodate the  large  classes  which  are  now  in  the  elementary 
grades  and  to  eliminate  the  restrictions  on  the  program  re- 
sulting from  the  present  capacity  enrollment  in  the  high 
school. 

Merrimack  High  School  has  been  operated  as  an  ap- 
proved non-comprehensive  high  school  under  interim  stand- 
ards. In  September  1963,  the  minimum  standards  for  high 
schools  became  effective.  The  new  standards  were  written  in 
direct  response  to  the  1958  mandate  of  the  legislature.  They 
do  increase  liability  for  tuition  transfers.  All  administrative 
and  supervisory  requirements  are  the  same  for  both  non-com- 
prehensive and  comprehensive  high  schools.  Criteria  for 
equipment  and  facilities  are  similar  for  both  kinds  of  schools. 
In  any  consideration  of  expansion  of  the  present  facilities  or 
program,  the  requirements  for  approval  as  a  comprehensive 
high  school  should  be  deliberated. 

Those  responsible  for  the  direction  and  operation  of  the 
schools  are  aware  of  the  need  for  holding  down  school  costs 
wherever  possible  in  view  of  the  financial  burden  on  the  tax- 
payer.   There  is  a  constant  effort  to  keep  costs  in  line  and 
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yet  not  impede  the  educational  program.  That  these  efforts 
have  been  effective  is  evident  in  a  comparison  of  per  pupil 
costs  throughout  the  area  and  the  state.  The  elementary  per 
pupil  cost,  the  lowest  in  the  Union,  and  the  secondary  costs 
are  far  below  the  state  average.  The  educational  program, 
nevertheless,  has  continued  to  grow  and  develop.  The  quality 
of  teaching,  the  educational  services,  and  the  curriculum  in 
general  are  noteworthy  for  being  of  high  caliber  and  forward 
looking. 

The  development  of  the  school  budget  is  a  time  consum- 
ing task  which  takes  place  over  a  considerable  period  of  time. 
In  the  procedure,  many  staff  members  and  other  individuals 
are  involved.  It  represents  in  a  sense  the  thoughts  and  help 
of  all  school  personnel  to  a  varying  degree.  It  is,  in  effect, 
the  financial  program  needed  to  carry  out  the  policies  and 
practices  of  the  School  Board  and  the  program  of  educa- 
tion based  on  these  policies  voted  in  the  past,  in  effect  now, 
and  planned  for  the  future. 

Principals  and  various  staff  members  were  required  to 
prepare  individual  requests  for  the  various  schools  or  services 
prior  to  January.  Certain  basic  considerations  involving 
details  of  this  budget  were  necessary  with  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  1963.  Since  the  funds  requested  are  ex- 
pended from  July  1,  1964  through  June  30,  1965,  it  becomes 
evident  that  detailed  decisions  were  being  made  at  least 
eighteen  to  twenty-one  months  in  advance.  This  is  of  neces- 
sity the  normal  range  of  school  budget  planning,  and  does  not 
represent  the  planning  referred  to  as  long  range  planning. 

The  year  of  the  first  Sputnik  is  often  looked  to  as  a  year 
which  had  great  effect  on  the  schools  of  our  nation.  The 
past  year  is  noteworthy  in  its  potential  effect  on  the  school 
through  1.  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  regarding  prayer 
in  the  public  schools,  and  2.  a  t*me  of  violent  death  by  assassi- 
nation of  a  President  dedicated  to  the  support  of  schools  and 
the  cause  of  education.  A  typical  dilemma  faced  school  admin- 
istrators who  attempted  to  determine  at  that  moment  of  mas- 
sive national  stress  whether  or  not  it  would  be  proper  for 
school  children  to  express  aloud,  if  they  wished,  a  prayer  for 
their  dear  departed  President. 
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I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  the  sincere 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who  have  cooperated  in  helping 
to  carry  on  successfully  the  program  of  education  in  the  dis- 
trict's schools.  A  special  thanks  is  extended  to  my  predeces- 
sor, Mr.  Louis  Ramsay,  for  his  assist  and  fruitful  orientation 
sessions  during  my  first  few  weeks  in  the  district  and  when- 
ever requested  thereafter.  We  are  deeply  indebted  and 
genuinely  appreciative  for  the  support  of  the  School  Board 
and  central  office  staff,  the  interest  of  parents  and  towns- 
people, the  ambition  of  pupils,  the  patience  and  dedication  of 
teachers,  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  service  personnel,  all  of 
which  are  necessary  to  insure  the  future  of  our  country 
through  the  education  of  our  children.

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Teach- 
er Consultant  in  the  School  District  of  Merrimack,  New 
Hampshire. 

READING 

Merrimack's  reading  program  is  undergoing  a  critical  re- 
appraisal both  with  respect  to  materials  used  (books  and 
teacher  aids)  and  grouping  procedures  utilized.  To  alleviate 
dependence  upon  a  single  basal  reader  we  are  adding  as  many 
supplementary  readers  as  possible  at  the  various  grade  levels. 
One  of  our  objectives  is  to  add  strength  to  our  phonetic  pro- 
gram. Futhermore,  advanced  grouping  techniques  are  utterly 
impossible  without  sufficient  numbers  and  variety  of  readers 
available  in  our  classrooms. 

Grouping  procedures  presently  in  operation  in  the 
country  range  from  a  situation  in  which  children  progress 
through  a  series  of  readers  in  lock-step  fashion,  regardless  of 
real  achievement,  to  a  situation  in  which  children  are  afforded 
the  opportunity  to  move  according  to  their  ability.  The  latter, 
of  course,  is  the  goal  toward  which  the  staff  of  the  Mastricola 
School  is  striving.  Children  should  be  afforded  the  opportu- 
nity to  move  laterally  when  reinforcement  at  a  given  level  is 
needed  or  allowed  to  advance  beyond  grade  level  as  far  as  is 
educationally  wise.  To  this  end,  improved  grouping  proced- 
ures are  under  careful  consideration. 

To  provide  a  step  by  step  evaluation  of  each  child's  prog- 
ress in  reading,  a  testing  program  has  been  instituted  to  be  ad- 
ministered at  each  and  every  reading  level  to  help  better  de- 
termine proper  reading  level  placement  and  to  analyze  the 
child's  reading  difficulties  if  any  exist. 

MATHEMATICS 

As  promised,  a  REA_L  modern  mathematics  program  has 
been  established  at  the  Mastricola  School  in  grades  1-4.  The 
program  w'li  be  extended  through  grade  6  in  2  years.  The 
Greater  Cleveland  Mathematics  Program  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  use  in  the  country.  It  has  brought  about  the  necessity  of 
a  partial  retraining  of  your  staff  —  a  retraining  program  that 
is  still  going  on  and  one  into  which  your  teachers  have  poured 
all  of  their  energies. 
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For  the  same  reasons  as  described  under  my  report  on 
reading,  differences  in  rate  of  learning  must  be  considered.  To 
this  end,  achievement  grouping  in  mathematics  has  been 
established  in  grades  3  through  6. 

SCIENCE 

Administrators  and  science  teachers  at  Merrimack  High 
School  (grades  7-12)  are  giving  unified  support  to  coopera- 
tive efforts  to  improve  and  articulate  the  present  science  pro- 
grams. 

In  isolated  areas  throughout  the  country,  the  1960's  be- 
gan with  the  development  of  new  science  curricula  that  are 
quite  different  in  point  of  view  and  content  from  traditional 
courses  of  study.  Such  new  programs  as  found  in  the  Physical 
Science  Study  Committee  Report,  The  Chemical  Bond  Ap- 
proach, The  Chemical  Education  Materials  Study,  and  the 
Biological  Sciences  Curriculum  Study  will  be  considered  by 
the  committee. 

The  new  programs  present  science  as  a  scientist  sees 
science  and  in  terms  of  modern  concepts  and  theories.  Their 
emphasis  is  on  basic  science  and  not  on  engineering  or  tech- 
nology. A  student  is  asked  to  explore  and  discover,  to  develop 
an  understanding  of  the  big  ideas  in  the  science  rather  than  to 
memorize  large  numbers  of  facts  and  formulas,  many  of 
which  will  be  out  of  date  in  a  few  years.  These  programs  are 
designed  to  bring  about  learning  through  the  act  of  problem- 
solving  in  a  laboratory  setting.  Obviously,  therefore,  we 
should  be  striving  to  make  available  additional  science  labora- 
tory facilities  at  the  junior  high  school  level. 

In  closing,  may  I  say  that  is  is  a  personal  as  well  as  a  pro- 
fessional satisfaction  to  participate  in  the  instructional  pro- 
grams of  the  Merrimack  schools.

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JAMES  MASTRICOLA  SCHOOL 

Principal's  Report 

With  the  opening  of  school  this  year,  the  elementary 
school  was  well  on  its  way  to  an  enrollment  of  close  to  600 
children.  With  the  new  ten  room  addition  to  the  Mastricola 
School,  all  of  the  children  were  able  to  attend  classes  in  one 
building.  This  year,  there  are  four  sections  each  of  the  first 
three  grades,  three  sections  each  of  the  fourth  and  fifth 
grades,  two  sections  of  the  sixth  grade,  and  the  remedial 
reading  class.  Next  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  another 
section  to  the  fourth  and  sixth  grades  so  that  eventually,  there 
will  be  four  sections  of  each  grade.  The  empty  rooms  in  the 
building  have  been  utilized  this  year  by  the  music  department 
which  also  continues  to  expand. 

This  year,  modern  mathematics  was  introduced  into 
grades  three  and  four,  and  this  program  will  be  introduced 
into  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  when  the  materials  become 
available.  We  have  adopted  the  Greater  Cleveland  Mathema- 
tics Program  which  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  new  programs 
and  emphasizes  understanding  of  arithmetic  and  its  many 
concepts.  Because  of  the  scope  of  this  program,  children  have 
been  grouped  by  ability  for  arithmetic  classes  from  the  third 
grade  up,  thus  enabling  them  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
program. 

A  new  reading  series  published  by  the  American  Book 
Company  was  also  introduced  into  the  first  grade.  We  are 
always  interested  in  improving  our  reading  program  and  the 
adoption  of  a  new  series  will  enable  us  to  use  our  old  sets  as 
supplementary  readers.  The  new  series  will  be  introduced  to 
a  new  grade  each  year  until  it  is  complete  in  all  six  grades. 

Our  remedial  reading  program  continues  to  be  helpful 
and  an  asset  to  the  children  who  have  experienced  difficulty 
with  their  reading.  Children  have  the  advantage  of  receiving 
regular  reading  instruction  in  their  own  classroom  and  they 
are  sent  to  the  remedial  reading  class  on  a  regular  basis  for  as 
long  as  necessary. 

The  school  library  continues  to  be  popular  with  the 
children.  Along  with  their  alternate  weekly  visits  to  the  town 
library,  we  are  trying  to  provide  supplementary  material  for 
enrichment  and  enjoyment. 
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The  people  of  Merrimack  can  well  be  proud  of  their 
school  system  and  the  facilities  which  they  have  provided  for 
the  education  of  their  children.  Although  there  have  been 
many  needs  to  meet  and  new  needs  which  will  arise,  the  prob- 
lems have  been  met  head  on  and  the  results  should  be  a  source 
of  satisfaction  to  all.

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MEMO  FROM  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

In  addition  to  our  regular  testing  program  it  was  our 
pleasure  to  administer  an  engineering  aptitude  test  in  co- 
operation with  the  Junior  Engineering  Technical  Society.  It 
was  felt  that  these  results  would  help  students  better  evaluate 
their  own  talents  and  thereby  encourage  them  to  make  more 
realistic  decisions  concerning  their  future. 

The  results  of  our  testing  program  were  used  in  confer- 
ences with  students,  teachers,  parents,  and  in  some  cases, 
with  college  admissions  officers.  They  proved  most  helpful  in 
the  selection  of  courses,  and  in  making  post-graduate  plans  as 
well  as  providing  additional  information  for  use  in  determin- 
ing student  groupings. 

Throughout  the  year  students  had  the  opportunity  to  see 
films  and  hear  tapes  on  the  qualifications,  training,  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  a  great  number  of  occupations  and  careers. 
There  were  innumerable  meetings  with  representatives  from 
trade  and  technical  schools,  business  and  nursing  schools, 
junior  colleges,  colleges  of  liberal  arts  and  engineering,  and 
recruiters  from  the  Armed  Forces. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Monte,  a  Medical  Careers  Club  was  started  for  all  students, 
grades  7-12,  who  were  interested  in  learning  about  the  various 
opportunities  for  employment  in  the  medical  field- 
It  is  interesting  to  note,  at  this  point,  that  the  most  valu- 
able service  a  guidance  program  can  offer  is  counseling. 
Counseling  may  be  defined  as:  The  professional  assistance 
for  each  individual  by  helping  him  to  be  more  objective  and 
realistic  as  he  seeks  self-understanding  and  self-development. 
Individual  counseling  helps  the  student  interpret  and  relate 
facts  about  himself,  his  friends  and  family  and  to  apply  this 
knowledge  in  solving  everyday  problems  and  to  learn  how  to 
solve  problems  in  the  future. 

It  is  this  service  which  should  consume  the  majority  of 
time  alloted  to  any  guidance  program.  It  is  doubtful,  however, 
in  light  of  the  increased  enrollment  and  crowded  conditions  in 
the  junior  and  senior  high  school  the  extent  to  which  this 
program  can  be  provided  in  the  future.

Rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  use  of  the  Auditorium: 

1.  Requests  for  the  utilization  of  the  Auditorium  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  School  Board  for  consideration  on 
forms  available  from  the  High  School  Principal  and  any 
member  of  the  School  Board.  The  application  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  School  Board  by  the  third  Tuesday  of 
the  month  preceding  the  requested  date. 

2.  Requests  from  other  than  local  civic  non-profit  organiza- 
tions or  sponsoring  of  an  outside  organization  by  a  local 
organization  will  not  be  considered. 

3.  No  requests  will  be  considered  if  a  school  sponsored  or 
Town  government  activity  is  scheduled  during  the  same 
period  requested  by  an  organization. 

4.  Statement  that  the  organization  is  a  local  civic  non- 
profit organization  and  that  no  other  suitable  Space  is 
available  to  support  the  activity  or  function. 

5.  Statement  that  the  organization  or  function  will  in  the 
event  of  damage  to  the  building  or  equipment,  reimburse 
the  school  District  within  a  30  day  period  from  the  date 
of  the  damage,  the  full  amount  of  the  cost  of  repairs  or 
replacement. 

6.  A  fee  of  TWENTY-FIVE  DOLLARS  ($25.00)  will  be 
charged  to  defray  the  cost  of  light,  heat,  water  and  fair 
wear  and  tear,  on  all  functions  being  run  for  a  profit. 

7.  The  sponsoring  organization  will  make  arrangements 
for  a  Town  Policeman  and  a  School  Janitor  to  be  present 
at  their  activity. 

8.  No  Alcoholic  beverages  to  be  permitted  on  or  about  the 
school  premises.

The  use  of  any  scen- 
erv  or  props  on  the  stage  shall  be  first  approved  by  the 
school  board.
